On last Wednesday night, an excur- 
sion train ran iuto a burning bridge at 
Uhatsworth, near Forest, Illinois, and 
the bridge giving way precipitated an 
engioe, two baggage cars and six 
coaches into the ravine, killing about 
seventy-five people and wounding sev- 
eral hundred. There were nine hun- 
dred and sixty passengers ou board, 
ami the wonder is that the death-roll 
was uot greater. The wreck took lire, 
and had uot the unhurt excursionists 
dug up dry earth with their hands and 
splinters, and poured it on the flames, 
the horror would have been increased 
materially. Whether the fire was ihe 
result of accident or tile work of mceu 
diaries ia not known. The heartreudor- 
ing scenes and incidents fill column 
after column of the dailies. Whole 
families perished iu au instant. Hus- 
band was killed, leaving the wife;

list of passengers. From the fiist car 
that went down, only four persons 
escaped alive out of sixty.

Again, General Buckner’s total 
vote is in round numbers one hun- 
dred and forty-four thousand, while | 
Cleveland’s was one hundred and 
fifty-three thousand, or a decrease 
of eleven thousand. This differ- 
ence is readily accounted for by 
the Prohibition and Labor vote. 

So far. the explanation is plain, 
but is it satisfactory ? First, is 
it fair to compare a State with a 
National election, and if so why 
should voters be deserting the 
Democratic and not the Republi- 
can party ? If this desertion con- 
tinues. how long will the Demo- 
cratic party last ? 

But let us look on the Republi- 
can side. Bradley’s total vote is 
one hundred ar.d twenty-seven 
thousand, while Blaine’s was only 
oae hundred and nineteen thou- 
sand. Is this the result of Brad- 
ley's popularity over Blaine’s, or 
the result of Buckner's want of 
popularity as campared with 
Cleveland's ? 

Next, let us compare the last two 
gubernatorial elections. Knott's 
majority, four years ago, was 
ty-four thousand, or greater 
lan Buckner's by twenty-seven 
»usand. Knott’s total vote was

it impariug her health. The clerk 
read the verdict as awarding $ 3 , 5 U 0 , 
aud the jury endorsed it. Later, w lieu 
the verdict was examined, it was fouud 
to read thus : “We of the jury find for 
the plaiutill aud tix the damages at 
($ 3 , 500 ) thiee thousand aud five dol- 
lars.” The words “and five” before 
“dollars” had beeu interlined. Plaiu- 
lit! asked that the Court award a judg- 
ment for $ 3,500 ou this verdict, but, 
after consulting accepted authorities, 
denied the motiou aud fixed the judg- 
ment at $ 3 , 005 , holding that the writ- 
teu words must take precedeuce over 
the figures. Plaintiff excepted, aud 
will agaiu .ake the case before the 
Court of Appeals ou this and tw o other 
points. Ou the first trial, Mrs. B.illanl 
Was awarded $ 3 ,U 00 ; the suit was 
taken to the Appellate Court and the 
judgment of the lower court reversed 
aud then sent back; on the second trial 
$ 3,500 was awarded, aud while it is 
conceded that the jury intended to 
award $ 3 , 500 , the error in omitting the 
“hundred” in reducing the amount to 
writing, has brought up a fine legal 
point, the decision of which will be 
looked for with interest by men of the 
law— Lebanon Enterprise,

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HOME POLITENESS.

One of th* RpquUltM of a Happy and 
IMeanant Family Life. 

Politeness among the members of a 
family is one of the requisites of the 
home life. No matter how luxurious 
the home may be, it is a failure if this 
one feature is missing, wliiic no matter 
how humble the home, it is always a 
pleasant one where the virtue of po- 
liteness is practiced among its people. 
We have too many company manners 
and too few home ones. Some people 
put on company politeness as they do 
their best clothes, that is, for special 
occasions, and usually put it away in 
the same closet Such people never 
think manners arc for every-day use, 
any more than they would think of 
dressing in silks and laces to work in 
the kitchen. They use the most elab- 
orate expressions when addressing an 
occasional guest, with the idea that 
they are courteous, when the . contrary 
is really the ease, for true courtesy is 
never elaborate. The use of extrava- 
gant expression is banned by many as 
a sign of insincerity in the person using 
-them, which is by no means so in the 
majority of cases, but simply a habit 
thoughtlessly formed of using superflu- 
ous expressions on the very simplest 
occasions. Such remarks as “I shall 
never forget your kindness.” or “I’m 
a thousand times obliged to you,” in 
recognition of some slight service ren- 
dered, seems ridiculously absurd to a 

jnghtful person, who would much 
prefer hearing "I tiiank j-ou,” or “I 
am obliged to you,” which, if spoken 
simply and earnestly, will carry more 
meaning than all the extravagant ex- 
pressions in the vocabulary. Courteous 
people never make extravagant re- 
marks, and though to some they may 
appearcold in not using them, they can 
never he a cased of insincerity. 

If people would leave off using these 
expressions abroad, and pay more at- 
tention to the use of the simpler ones 
at home, it would be much pleasanter 
for all concerned. They would not think 
of accepting tlie least service from an 
outsider without acknowledging it, no 
m alter how slight it might he, yet in 
the home all services they accept as 
though their right, making not the 
slightest return for such. They do not 
mean to be ungrateful; they would be 
indignant if you suggested such a 
thing; they have been so accustomed 
to take all services rendered them in 
the home, since childhood, as a m ttcr 
of course, that they have never given a 
thought to the acknowledgement of 
such. If they would reason a little 
while, they would very soon come to 
the conclusion that they ought to have 
come to long ago, that mother or broth- 
er is as much pleased at a “thank you” 
as any of thcii friends, and certainly is 
more entitled to it. 

In all homes such words as “I thank 
you” and “pardon me,” should be fre- 
quently used. There are always plen- 
ty of occasions for using these expres- 
sions which will save the home many a 
jarring note. The father comes in 
from his day’s work tired and a little 
out of sorts, for things did not go as 
well as he could wish. Mother or some 
one of the family brings his slippers to 
him. He is strongly tempted to take 
them without any comment, hut his 
better nature comes to the front and 
he says, “thank you,” and his ill na- 
ture vanishes before the brightness of 
expresion that comes over tlie cliild’t 
or mother’s face at the acknowledge- 
ment of her simple service. The mother 
ha* a nervous headache, she wants rest, 
hut the baby -will not go to to sleep; 
the father takes him and ieels well re- 
paid with a quiet “thank you.” Pa- 
rents who are courteous to each other 
seldom linvc discourteous children, at 
tin little ones !c:irn more by example 
th's bv ’.Tec* pL— Boston Budget.
